The bodies and wreckage 
of the two planes were found off 
Senaga Shima, five miles south 
of Naha. 
Navy spokesmen in Japan ear­ 
lier said the planes, an R4Q trans­ 
port and an ADS attack fighter 
bomber, were flying from the 
Philippines to the U.S. Navy Air! 
Station in Naha at the time of the! 
collision. The R4Q is the Marine 
version of the C119 Flying Box­ 
car. 
The Navy said the planes were 
returning to Okinawa after taking;| 
part in the joint Philippine-U S. 
Operation Strongback maneuvers 
held in the northern Philippines. 
The transport was reportedly 
carrying 19 passengers and six 
crew members, the AD5, a single 
pilot, the Navy said. 
A Navy spokesman said so far 
there was no report of any sur­ 
vivor*.

White said the inventory is con­ 
cerned mostly with the primary 
road system, because it is already

Love To Hate 


Now it s Foreign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd of 
Great Britain whose boss has to stand up in 
public and defend him 
Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan says that Lloyd has done his work 
very well,’ and that if he < Macmillan» didn t 
think so he would have made a change before 
this. 
The defense, stemming from Labor attacks 
on Lloyd s speech in a foreign affairs debate in 
Commons in mid-February, sounds very much 
like the answers President Eisenhower has been 
giving to criticism of our own Secretary of State, 
John Foster Dulles. 
Even as it has grown over the past 12 
months, the criticism of Dulles has been rela­ 
tively mild as compared to the attack launched 
by Republicans in both Senate and House against 
his predecessor, Dean G. Acheson. On December 
15. 1950. a conference of GGP representatives 
adopted by voice vote a resolution declaring that 
the Secretary of State had ‘ lost the confidence 
of the Congress and the American people." 
But President Truman on December 19 not 
only defended his foreign adviser hut flatly de­ 
clared: 
I refuse to fire Acheson." After Truman 
on April l l , 1951, had removed Gen MacArthur 
from his Pacific commands, the GOP stepped up 
the attack on Acheson. Republicans proposed an 
amendment to a pending bill that would have 
had the effect of removing Acheson from the 
payroll. 
The amendment was defeated bv a standing 
vote of 171 to 81. But in 1952 the House adopted, 
189 to 143, a resolution asking Acheson for cer­ 
tain information on a White House conference 
between 
Prime 
Minister 
Churchill 
of 
Great 
Britain and President Truman. 
So that there 
could be no doubt as to the target of the House 
action. GOP Leader .Joseph W. Martin Jr. de­ 
scribed it as a vote of “no confidence" in the 
Administration s handling of foreign affairs.

On Personalities 


Sometimes the mind of President Eisenhower dis­ 
plays itself best in the off-the-cuff rem ark s he m akes 
at press conferences, because there he is himself with­ 
out the intervention of Jam e s Hagerty. Arthur Larson, 
Robert Montgomery and others who seem to be bent 
to n doctoring him into being what he is not and never 
can be. 
The following quotation refers to G eneral Ja m e s 
M. Cavin who retired from the military service be­ 
cause he desired to tell the truth without being cen­ 
sored. President Eisenhower said of G eneral Cavin: 


. . I mean it was (he act of a m in of a 
partirular personality — and I have no comment 
whatsoever, 
lf the man wanted to retire, it was 
his right, period.” 


Of course, every hum an being has a particular 
personality, no two being alike. There are strong men 
and weak men. tired men and aggressive men — and 
women, too. 
What Eisenhower meant probably was 
that General Cavin has a personality that is displeas­ 
ing to Eisenhower because it is sharp: it is strong and 
aggressive; it is self-reliant. The President prefers a 
conforming personality, one that salutes his superiors 
and expects to be saluted by his inferiors. In a word, 
a personality that knows its place and keeps it. 
While that is an orderly procedure in a military 
organisation, in civil life it represents tired, unim agina­ 
tive people who, having discovered what pays off. avoid 
what does not pay off. 
In the struggle for power in 
the world today, it is significant that all of Europe 
with the exception of West G erm any appears to be 
fatigued intellectually, no statesm en, except the aged 
Konrad Adenauer, exhibiting both courage and im agin­ 
ation. The Russians, who are building a world state, 
are, as one might say, full of paprika and that is 
equally true of such people as the Arabs and the 
Israeli. 
But both Europe and the United States are 
tired and the evidence of fatigue here is the unwilling­ 
ness of men to engage in controversy, to fight hard 
for what they believe to be right. 


I am sure that Harold Stassen is all wrong 
about .Soviet Russia, but at least he says his say 
and fights for a forum to say it. What he says 
teem s to me to he imimture, idealized nonsense, 
the product of a careless appraisal of historic 
forces, but believing as he apparently does that 
peace is worth any price, he rejects being silenced. 


Were it not for an equally aggressive mind. John 
Foster Dulles, this country would probably have made 
more errors in foreign policy than it has. for Dulles 
has had to combat not only the White House crowd 
but also big business whose patriotism is to be m e a ­ 
sured by the state of the m arket and whose judgment 
is controlled by com m ittees including public relations 
counsel and lawyers who fear losing retainers and 
therefore favor avoiding controversies which m ay lead 
to unpopularity. 
The difference between Harold Stassen and John 
Foster Dulles is similar to the difference between Wal­ 
ter Reuther and George Meany. 
Rcuther, seeking 
power for himself, has the impudence to shout his 
opinions from the housetops, no m atter how foolish and 
how other men m ay ridicule him; Meany, regarding 
himself as a labor statesm an and seeking to preserve 
the A F L. - C I O. m arriag e at any cost, retreats stead­ 
ily before R e u th e rs impudence. So John Foster Dulles 
compromises with the White House insipidities, whether 
they come from Sherm an Adams, Harold Stassen, now 
r|retired, A .thur Larson or even the President because 
he w ill not resign and risk a further collapse of this 
Republican Administration. 


In a tired world, victories often go to the most 
impudent. It took Stalin a decade or more to reduce 
the Russian Communist Party to his will and the 
Russian people to his dictatorship. 
Khrushchev 
did it in a few months, with humor and laughter, 
merrily sending such an historic figure as Molotov 
to Mongolia to be an ambassador to nomads and 
Kaganovich to Alma Ata. 


Khrushchev does not need to kill his opponents as 
Stalin did because he laughs at them, just as he laughs 
at all the world when he hands the w'orld an agenda 
and tells such a country as the United States what m ay 
or m ay not be discussed at a sum m it conference which 
he needs for propaganda and the United States needs 
like a hole in Uncle S a m s head.
